A number is perhaps the 
most common way to 
summarize just about 
anything. We see num¬ 
bers everywhere. They 
condense how much 
something is worth, how well or badly 
we've done. They tell nearly every¬ 
thing from the time to our shoe size. 
But how do we know which ones really 
count? 

When the referendum was proposed, 
the very fate of our school rested on 
the shoulders of numbers: it would 
cost $95 million to renovate the 
school, we would have 24 new class¬ 
rooms to the already 433,570 square 
foot building. If not, we would have to 
add another set of mobile classrooms 
just to contain our soaring capacity. All 
anyone talked about was Lake Central 
this, Lake Central that. But there was 
one common theme through all of 
the conversations, debates and public 
declarations of support or nonsupport. 
It was all about the numbers. 

It was all about how many students 
attend LC and how much it would cost 
to knock some walls down and put 
some new ones up. And then after the 
referendum failed, it was all about the 
12 new, temporary classrooms being 
stuck to the side of the school like a 
piece of gum under a desk. 

We rolled into school on the brink of 
a new decade with only a new cafete¬ 
ria and even less space. Every student 
should be allotted 230 square feet of 
space, but we only have 160. And all 
anyone sees of us is the mass of kids 
being stuffed into a school a few sizes 
too small. 
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E very morning, 3,217 stu¬ 
dents and 192 faculty 
members come to one 
building in 80 buses 
and 602 cars during 183 
weekdays for 1,263 hours 
from August to June. Multiply that by 
four years. 

Pushing past the blue and orange 
lockers of E-Hall and finally getting 
into El 16 from the far reaches of the 
Freshmen Center, sitting down in Miss 
Rhonda York's, English, speech class, 
we see the 89% we scored on our 
demonstration speech. After school, 
at track practice running as fast as 
possible around the fieldhouse, Mr. 
Ron Fredrick, English, tells us our time: 
4:58, just short of the 4:56.2 record. 
Standing in the new lunch lines in the 
new cafeteria, forgetting our ID card, 
we list off our unique seven-digit code 
that sticks with us from the minute we 
enroll into a Lake Central school. Twice 
a year we receive our report cards 
with our GPA, the number that sup¬ 
posedly sums up our entire in-school 
performance. These are the numbers 
that define us within the walls of the 
building; who we are to the outside. 

But there are other, more important 
numbers in each of our lives that never 
make newspaper articles or college 
transcripts. The number of hours 
spent with our best friends at Round 
the Clock, the number of laughs we 
shared over inside jokes that make 
sense to no one else. The number of 
trips we take to the library for one term 
paper — these are the real numbers. 
No one sees these because they're 
never recorded. They're our individual 
statistics, and they define us as more 
than just another one in 3,217. 
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Life is not a 
video game. 

Flip the switch. 
Go out and be 
all you can be.

Anyone, even someone 
who was only at our school 
for a few hours experienced 
a crazy and crowded time. 

We have 3,217 personali¬ 
ties to meet and get along 
with.

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Teachers' absences create 
different perspectives

Teachers have to take leaves of absence all the 
time. But what happens when all of the teachers 
for one subject leave at once? That's exactly what 
happened with the five Honors Pre-Calculus 
classes LC offers. 

Mr. Kerry Zajicek, math, had quadruple bypass 
surgery before the school year even started, 
and Mrs. Angela Ohlenkamp, math, was only in 
school for a month before she went on maternity 
leave. Mr. William Platt, math, took over Zajicek's 
classes, and Mr. Garrett Carstensen, math, taught 
Ohlenkamp's. Shortly after, Platt had to leave for 
personal reasons, giving all of the Honors Pre- 
Calculus classes to Carstensen to cover. 

"I ended up teaching these classes because I was 
the first available substitute with a math degree. It 
was difficult taking over for two teachers because 
the classes were at different places. All of the 
classes had to get caught up with the notes. I had 
to get all of them in sync, and Mrs. Ohlenkamp's 
lesson plans were a big help," Carstensen said. 

Students also found it difficult to transition 
between the teachers. 

"It's been hard to get used to the different teach¬ 
ing styles, and it's been difficult to adjust to the 
different teachers," Abigail Melvin (11) said, "but 
it hasn't affected my grade because I still work 
hard in math." 

For others, the changes may have had a more 
substantial impact. 

"The situation has affected my grade; Mr. 
Carstensen's teaching methods are different from 
Mrs. Ohlenkamp's, making the lessons more con¬ 
fusing. I like Mrs. Ohlenkamp's teaching because 
for me, it was really easy to follow along," Adam 
Hughes (12) said. 

But some students actually found the change 
helpful. 

Pedro Lodise (11) said, "Changing teachers gave 
me a higher grade because I'm getting several per¬ 
spectives and more opportunities to understand 
the material. I liked Mr. Platt's no-homework policy, 
but I prefer Mr. Carstensen's teaching style." 

Despite the chaos, Carstensen managed to pull 
the classes together, and the students adapted. 

"So far this class has just mostly been a review of 
Algebra II," Lodise said. 

Other students agree that the class itself isn't 
too hard. 

"I am glad I am taking this class instead of 
Statistics or another math class because I think 
it will help me in the long run and for college," 
Hughes said. 

This year's experience can be a lesson for the 
future for some students. 

Melvin said, "I want to be a math teacher, and 
the experience of having different teachers has 
shown me that being a math teacher may be more 
difficult than I had thought."

A hands-on learning expe¬ 
rience can be worth more 
than mindlessly droning 
on textbook chapters. Stu¬ 
dents in Mr. Tom Clark's his¬ 
tory classes have a fantastic 
opportunity to learn about 
the Vietnam War through 
the eyes of the Hoosiers 
and their families who 
experienced it firsthand. 

"You're not reading his¬ 
tory, you're writing it," Clark 
said about the students 
who explore these files. 

By actually researching a 
Vietnam Veteran, the stu¬ 
dents achieve a new level 
of understanding about the 
war. They create a file con¬ 
taining personal informa¬ 
tion in order to preserve the 
names of these young men 
who joined or were drafted 
into the war. Though this 
is assigned for arts grade, 
it is still a very rewarding 
project whose meaning can 
be more significant than 
just attaining points. The 
students' goal is to obtain 
as much personal informa¬ 
tion as they can. This can 
be done by contacting 
schools, work places, and 
actual living relatives of the 
men who served. 

"I see how much it means 
to the families and I under¬ 
stand how devastating it 
can be for them. That one 
piece of information can 
be consolation for grieving 
families," Hannah Nava (11) 
said about the meaning 
behind the assignment. 

How exactly did some¬ 
thing this extraordinary 
come into play? There 
are over one thousand 
files about the men from 
Indiana who gave their 


lives to service our country. 
And what exactly sparked 
the motivation to begin 
recording the lives of these 
heroes? According to Clark 
it all began in 1986, after 
the war, when a young 
student questioned why 
the school was without a 
Vietnam memorial. Months 
of research revealed that 
there were in fact several 
Lake Central students who 
died in Vietnam. 

This inspired Clark to go 
out and find more Vietnam 
Veterans in Indiana. His 
intention was to find every 
Lake County family, but 
eventually it grew into the 
goal of finding the families 
of every boy in Indiana 
who lost their lives during 
the war. 

The government of Indi¬ 
ana eventually got involved 
and recognized the high 
school students for their 
hard work. Lake Central stu¬ 
dents were put in charge of 
checking the names on a 
memorial in Indianapolis. 

This year has been a suc¬ 
cess for Clark; over seventy 
families have been found 
during the first semester 
of school. Every week he 
still receives letters from 
his students in the past who 
have worked on this proj¬ 
ect. Some have even men¬ 
tioned that it has inspired 
their future goals. 

The Vietnam project has 
shown that 1,089 is not just 
a number to the students 
researching the names of 
those men who gave their 
lives, it's "putting a face to 
a name," as Clark has told 
his classes.

Heinrikson also agrees that AP English, her 
junior year, has been a pretty heavy load.

Sirens cry as St. John ambulances rush by. 
They're responding to a horrible accident. 
Twenty-two students were injured in a bus- 
train accident on Kennedy Avenue, sustain¬ 
ing glass in their foreheads, cuts, broken 
bones and other injuries causing cries and 
groans of pain. But after the dust settled, the 
injured simply got up, walked away and car¬ 
ried on with their lives. How? Because these 
were Mrs. Pamela Neth's Theater Art students 
helping emergency response teams across 
the area in responding to accidents. 

It all started when Mrs. Neth asked her 
students if they would possibly be interested 
in helping out these emergency response 
teams. 

"[Our class] needed community service, so 
we decided to get involved," Bianca Palumbo 
(11) said. 


Though the involvement might have been 
strictly for class requirements at first, it didn't 
take long before the act started to get real. 

"It was horrible," Jordan Butkus (12) said. 
"It felt so real. Just watching everyone with 
their injuries, worse than mine, made me feel 
like it was all really happening. I even started 
crying for real." 

Other students looked at it from an acting 
point of view. 

"It was easy to get into the moment, and at 
times, I forgot my burn was fake," Alexi Lewis 
(10) said. "Being surrounded by other good 
actors pretending to be in pain really gave 
the feeling of an actual accident." 

The fake injuries were accompanied by real 
makeup, which either took from 10 minutes 
to complete, such as Butkus's, or up to an 
hour, like Palumbo's. 


There was also some preparation for the 
accident outside of makeup. 

"I practiced hurt faces in the mirror every 
once in a while," Lewis said. 

The students involved received acclaim 
from the Lake Central School Board, which 
recognized them for their efforts. 

"It felt great to be recognized. I'm proud of 
myself for participating in it," Palumbo said. 

Butkus felt the same way about her par¬ 
ticipation in this unprecedented community 
service event. 

"It felt good to be recognized by the 
school board, because the people who did 
this don't really get recognized as often for 
what they do."

High school students go to downtown 
Chicago all of the time for fun. When they 
go, they may hang out with friends, shop or 
walk around, or anything else. But they usu¬ 
ally don't worry about a toy baby that cries, 
gets hungry, laughs and needs its diapers 
changed. Kaylin Guglielmo (11) had that 
stress. Guglielmo took the Child Develop¬ 
ment which is offered to sophomores, juniors 
and seniors. 

"I went to Chicago for the weekend and 
I had to take care of the baby. We took the 
train and everyone was looking at me. People 
were wondering what a sixteen-year-old was 
doing with a toy," Guglielmo said. 

Then the fun started when Guglielmo, 
her friend, and her friend's mom arrived in 
Chicago. The girls stopped at Dunkin' Donuts 
and then headed to Motion Unlimited for 
new dance shoes. Guglielmo had to get 
fitted for a new pair of pointe shoes, but 


often had to stop in the process to get the 
baby to stop crying, and feed it.

When you think of gym 
class, what comes straight 
to your mind?

Yeah, these 
thoughts do apply to some 
of us, but physical educa¬ 
tion isn't just what it may 
seem to be. 

Leisure Sports: If you 

have ever walked into Mrs. 
Karen Arehart's fourth 
hour Leisure Sports class 
and watched the students 
play volleyball, you would 
develop a completely dif¬ 
ferent concept for physical 
education.

Vocational students pre¬ 
pare for life time careers

The first thing Kyle Kelley (10), Stephen Letz 
(11), Michael Walker (12) and Joseph Gerling (11) 
do when they get to school is head down to the 
furthest end of V-Hall. Gerling walks down to Mr. 
Dennis Brannock's A.M. Auto class and goes to 
work on cars while Walker gets the presses going 
in Mr. Jereme Rainwater's A.M. Vocational Graph¬ 
ics class. Kelley goes to Mr. Terry Richardson's 
2-3 Machine Shop class, while Letz goes to Mr. 
Doug Burn's Wood Shop class. And while each 
class covers completely different topics, they 
each offer students a chance to learn more 
about industrial work that could give students 
an advantage in advancing in a more hands-on 
career. All four boys said they'd recommend 
being in the vocational classes. 

"[In A.M. Auto we do] brake jobs, oil changes, fix 
electrical problems and change gaskets," Gerling 
said. "I plan on going into diesel maintenance 
after school and use this class as a stepping 
stone." 

Stepping stone or not, the vocational classes 
know the meaning of work: the A.M. Vocational 
Graphics class starts up the presses, divides 
school papers to print, and works on other 
projects that are required in class. The students 
in V112 are the ones who print out any type of 
papers, fliers, newsletters or newspapers that the 
school corporation hands out. Since they're so 
busy, this class takes up both first and second 
hours of blue days and fifth and sixth hours of 
white days. 

"I don't notice how long the class is because 
you're always working on something. In order 
to get your work done, you have to make sure 
you're either working at one of the presses or 
doing work on the computers," Walker said. 

But don't get the wrong impression of the 
vocational classes. For all of the work they may 
be churning out, the periodic kink is still inevi¬ 
table. And after all, they aren't machines like the 
ones they work with. Vocational students can 
still have fun. 

"Some of my funniest memories of high school 
happened in graphics. One time, Rainwater had 
us all printing programs for the Oliver Twist play. 
[Matthew] Huesca (10) was at one of the presses 
when all of a sudden the machine exploded. I 
looked over at him and all I could see was blue 
ink everywhere. I couldn't even help him because 
I was laughing so hard," Walker said. 

The vocational classes benefit those who are 
interested in pursuing careers in the industrial 
field. As for Kelley, Letz, Walker and Gerling, they 
agree that the vocational program "is something 
to look into; especially if you learn better in a 
more involved environment."

As of November 30,44,640 official cases of 
swine flu have been reported in the United 
States and 1,155,603 cases worldwide. How 
big of an impact has the H1N1 virus made on 
students in music programs at LC? 

"A lot of students missed rehearsals this 
marching band season, especially right 
before regionals," Mr. Christopher Harmon, 
band director, said. 

The music department has taken more 
precautions compared to past years because 
of the expected increase of flu cases this year. 
Hand sanitizer dispensers were installed in 
both the band and choir rooms, and signs 
were put up to discourage students from 
going into the music office and spreading 
the virus. 

"I think that students just need to use 


common sense," Harmon said regarding 
the swine flu. 

Lauren Wadas (10) insists that the so-called 
epidemic is nothing to worry about. 

"They're making [swine flu] out to be a 
bigger deal than it should be," Wadas said. 

During the summer, Wadas was sick for 10 
days with a fever and had to miss almost all 
of band camp. Although she tested nega¬ 
tive for H1N1, everyone assumed that she 
had swine flu. 

Ian Bartlett (11) was caught up in the panic 
of swine flu when attending a music camp 
in hopes of going to Europe with an Interna¬ 
tional Orchestra. 

"We were all really excited and we prepared 
for a year," Bartlett said in reference to his trip 
with the Blue Lake Fine Arts camp. 


They were planning on going to France, 
with intense week-long rehearsals in prepa¬ 
ration for the trip. But when two of the 
students caught the flu after a pool party the 
night before, a mother of one of the musi¬ 
cians called the state health department. 

"When we were 20 minutes away from the 
airport, our counselors got off the bus and 
had a two hour meeting. We checked the 
time and realized we only had five minutes 
until our flight. There was no way we would 
make it," Bartlett said. 

The airline threatened to quarantine the 
group in the airport if they had made it to 
Paris, so the trip was cancelled. 

"It wasn't even swine flu, it was regular 
influenza," Bartlett said.

Giving Up Prom Luxuries to Give Back 
to Riley's Children's Hospital 

According to the Riley Children's Hospital website, the facility 
is considered one of the best children's hospitals in the country. 
The hospital, located in Indianapolis, has served many ill LC 
students over the years. Just this year, John Decker (11) was 
treated at the facility. 

The hospital's great reputation and charity are why Mr. Sean 
Begley, Principal, decided to start the "Instead, I Gave to Riley's" 


campaign. 

"I think it's important to have a balanced curriculum and part of that is the 
social aspect. Riley Children's Hospital is a great organization with specialized 
care," Begley said. 

The program works as a basic exchange. A student attending Prom "gives 
up" something, such as a big bouquet, an extra trip to the tanning salon, or 
dessert, and donates the money to Riley Children's hospital. Students Against 
Destructive Decisions, SADD, got on board with the projects, and went around 
to SRTs to try to promote the program. 

"We just told them that if they gave up something small to donate to Riley's, 
and turned it into the office, it would really help," Peter Doukas (10) said. 

They ran into bumps along the way, but people gained interest in the 


program.

DECKER 
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O ne phone call. That's all it took to 
forever change the lives of the 
Decker family. At 5:45 a.m., reality 
struck the Decker household; junior 
John Decker (11) was diagnosed 

with leukemia. 

John was taken to Riley's, in Indianapolis, the 
day of the phone call. Before he was diagnosed 
with leukemia, the doctors concluded he had 
mononucleosis. Throughout the football season, 
John would continually show signs of exhaustion, 
and he would have bruises covering his entire 
body. John had blood work done in July for an 
unrelated cause, and it came back normal. But, 
with a second test done due to his abnormal 
conditions, he was diagnosed with leukemia 
at 98% by October. The diagnosis signified the 
beginning of a long and strenuous journey that 
would test the strength of the family's faith and 
courage. 

"It came that strong," Mrs. Decker said. 

For first-year cancer patients, chemotherapy is 
required weekly. 

"Chemo really wears me out. I don't feel like 
eating, and I throw up constantly," John said. 
Trying to exercise and move around seems almost 
impossible due to his lack of strength, and compre¬ 
hending John's diagnosis proved to be a surreal 
concept to grasp for the Decker family. 

"He has trouble getting up the stairs. His heart 
beats at a fast pace and it's a real struggle for him," 
his mom said. "It never really sinks in. Our family is 
still trying to take it all in and face reality." 

The oldest of John's siblings, 13-year-old Haley, 
seems to accept the truth. 

11-year-old Ryan resists coming to terms with 
John's condition.

"He just doesn't want to believe it," his parents 
said. 

And although four-year-old Marissa realizes John 
is sick, she still can't take in what her family is expe¬ 
riencing. When John leaves for his chemotherapy, 
Marissa always smiles and laughs. "John John, don't 
die," she says. Her room is littered with stuffed 
animals John received while in the hospital. 

"They're mine for a day, and then they're Maris- 
sa's," John said, laughing. 

The football moms of Lake Central have opted to

play a big part in the Decker's lives. They help watch 
Marissa by taking her to the movies, shopping and 
setting up play dates. Every Tuesday and Friday the 
moms cook dinner for the family. 

"So if you're ever hungry come over Tuesday or 
Friday," Mr. Decker said, smiling. 

Aside from the football moms, and in order to 
gain eligibility for his senior year, social workers 
have organized a program where John can obtain 
a quality education from his home; teachers receive 
a warm welcome in the Decker household every 
week. Even though the work is more verbal, John 
still gets the homework done that he has to do. 

The obstacles John's family has had to confront 
have melded themselves into the fabric of everyday 
reality. 




"It takes over your life, everything comes secondary 
to it, it's our new normal. It may not be yours, but it 
is ours," his parents said. 

John's road to recovery stretches for another 
three to four years. The chance of unrelated cancer 
still poses a threat, but John doesn't travel alone. 
Having friends and family at his side has helped 
John make it through every day. 

"I couldn't ask for a better group of friends, they've 
been so supportive," John said. "You don't take a 
lot of things for granted as much as you used to 
and a lot of things just seem so silly. You 
see people fighting over stupid stuff. It's silly 
when some of my friends don't get along 
with each other." 

John's leukemia has tested every aspect of 
his family's heart, and everyone has made 
an effort to put forth positive attitudes in the 
midst of an otherwise tragic situation. 

"It makes you appreciate your family, friends 
and things around you much more," John's mom 
said. 

In the course of writing this story, so much was 
learned, and what is recanted here is only the 
surface information, the bare exoskeleton that in 
truth emobodiesa much deeper, permeating story. 
Witnessing a family whose strong bond refuses to 
break provided an eye-opening experience. The 
emotional rollercoaster they have been riding is 
unlike anything a normal family has to undergo. 
Their and the community's ongoing love and 
support for John shines through the darkness of 
cancer. 

"I would just like to thank my family, friends and 
teachers for all of their support" John said.

T o her friends, Dayana Yos (9) is described as 
"quirky, and outgoing once you get to know 
her." Dayana, a freshman new to this school 
corporation, is not afraid of the intimidating 
size of Lake Central. She just wants to try a 
little bit of everything. 

Dayana moved from Lansing, IL for this school 
year. This is her first year attending a public school, 
a change from a "one hall" private school. 

"I moved because my mom didn't like T.F. South, and 
didn't want me to go to school there," Dayana 
said. "My favorite cousins also live here, and I 
wanted to go to school with them. They live 
right across the street from us." 

Dayana experienced a culture shock when 
she first came here from Noonan Elementary 
Academy. She went from 28 people in her class, 
to her freshman class of 836 students. 

"I used to know everyone and everything 
about them," Dayana said. "Now I have way more 
friends, but I know less about people." 

It's not only the size of the school that is a change 
to Dayana. The people here are completely different 
from those at her old school. 

"People are mean, I'm not used to mean people," 
Dayana said. There were never fights or the frequent 
use of profanity at her old school like she sees here. 

Making friends was not difficult at all for Dayana; 
the first people she met were before the school year, 



in summer gym class. 

"Summer gym was my way of meeting people. I was 
never in co-ed gym before coming here. It was totally 
awkward, especially in pool," Dayana said. 

Since coming here, Dayana has tried dancing, ice 
skating, choir and environmental club all for the first 
time. She quit dance, however, because her class 
was filled with younger, better girls and she wanted 
more time to skate. 

"I went with my friends and I was terrible, but I 


wished I could be better," Dayana said of her new 
hobby.

I t is common for young girls to ask Santa for 
Barbie Dolls, princess clothes, and pretend 
makeup.

• I SRT, and most people would know 
him as the "sports guy." But what people don't 
see is his story that makes him different from 
his peers at school. 

Besides events like Homecoming, Winter 
Formal and Prom, it can be rare to see high 
school boys dancing. David takes part in 
a different type of dancing than most 
people are used to; he performs cultural 
Macedonian dances. 

"I started in a dance group at my church 
when I was nine, and I was in the group for 
about a year and a half," David said. 

Picioski belongs to a Macedonian church in 
the area called Saints Peter and Paul. 

"We have church dances and dances for cer¬ 
tain holidays. Everyone at the church knows all 
the traditional group dances," he said. 

The large customary dances at parties start 
out as a circle, and the dance becomes like a 
maze as the circle breaks apart and the people 
move through the dance. 

David still participates in special events where 
he performs more specialized Macedonian 
dances. In February, he and two other boys 


went to an international showcase night at 
Valparaiso University and displayed their 
routines. 

"When we perform we wear big white pants, 
a white shirt with a red vest and black moc¬ 
casins. The guys' outfits are mostly solid, and 
the girls have more elaborate costumes," he 
said. "The music is fun; it has a lot of accordion, 


saxophone, clarinet and piano." 

David experiences contrasting customs 
often. 

"It's really different going from a party with 
my friends from school to a party with a bunch 
of Macedonians. The atmosphere is really 
different. At Macedonian parties everyone 
is really festive, and the dances are orderly," 
David said. 

David is 100% Macedonian, and can speak 
Macedonian fluently. His father was born in 
Macedonia , and his mother was born in the 
United States , but went to high school in 


Macedonia. 

"I've been to Macedonia six times, and I was 
actually christened there," David said. "There 
are no direct flights to Macedonia, so I've been 
pretty much everywhere in Europe, except for 
England." 

David also continues the traditions of his 
heritage through sports. Like most countries in 
Europe, soccer is the most popular sport 
in Macedonia .

B ow when entering room. Strap on 
boxing gloves.

The punching bag waits. It's on. 

Magdaline Mouratides (12) has 
been practicing Brazilian Jiu-Jitsu, 
kickboxing and Muay Thai at Corral's Mar¬ 
tial Arts for two years now and she's come 
a long way from when she started this 
"deadly art.'' 

"I remember the very first day I went in 
there. I walked in there and there was this , 
huge, ripped woman that shook my hand 
and said, Hi. My name is Bree, and I'll be 
kicking your butt today. At first, I wanted 
to run out of there. But then I thought, 'I 
could get used to this," Maggie said. 

Sam, her older brother, introduced Maggie 
to Jiu-Jitsu. He was the first in the family 
to spark an interest in martial arts. She has 
since followed in his footsteps. 

Maggie practices Muay Thai, kickbox¬ 
ing and Jiu-Jitsu regularly. She can be 
found training seven hours on average 
per week. A typical routine for her kick¬ 
boxing class includes a warmup, cardio 
and combinations.

"Sometimes I'll go with Mm on Sundays to the stadium 
and help him supervise and make sure everyone's doing 
their job. I go with him about once every two weeks," 
James said. "It's a major league ballpark - I just really like 
the atmosphere of being there." 

Besides getting the opportunity to help out with his 
father's job, James gets to enjoy some of the perks of the 
occupation as well. 

"I can pretty much go to a Sox game whenever I want. My 
dad will just ask for tickets, and they get the best seats that 
are available for us. We only have to pay $10 for tickets. I 
end up going to about 20 games per year," James said. 

James has been able to enjoy some unique experiences 
because of his father's position. 

"In 2005, the year that the Sox won the World Series, I went 
to every post-season playoff game. It was unbelievable. It

W hile you were learning to ride 
your bike, Zachary Rvba (11) 
was learning how to invest in 
the stock market. When he was 
eight years old, his grandpa 
introduced him to stocks. And ever since, Zach 
has been an avid stock market enthusiast. 
"When I was younger, I was usually babysat by 
my grandparents. I saw my grandfather work 
on his portfolio every day. He talked to me 
about stocks, I took immediate interest in it, 
and ever since then I've really liked what it 
was about," Zach said. 

His grandpa owned a company through 
the Chicago Board of Trade, so he used his 
connections to help Zach. 

"He's in Class Z. When you're in Class Z 
you get top priority, so he has first dibs on all 
the investments. He helps me to get access to 
high priority stocks," Zach explained. 

When he makes money selling stocks, Zach can 
choose to either send the money to his online 
account, or he can have a check mailed directly 
to him. He spends a few days a week working 
on his investments. 

"You're supposed to work on it every day, but 
I look at it every other day or every three days. 
And you can automatically set it to sell when 
you're not at the computer."

"On a typical day, I probably spend about a 
half hour or 45 minutes working on my stocks. 
Every month I get something in the mail about 
them, but then I have quarterly checks too. 
There are four quarters in a year, and during the 
first quarter if you want to sell or stay with your 
mutual funds or stocks, you can do that. Every 
quarter you get a detailed analysis with graphs 
and all of the information you need" 

Zach showed examples of his graphs, and 
he is also able to access his graphs online. For 
those who are interested in starting up stock 
investments, according to Zach, you shouldn't 


have much trouble. 

"In my opinion, it's simple. You just go to a 
trade website. I use etrade.com, and on that 
website you have to set up your own account 
and put in your credit card numbers so that th ey 
know who you are. Ifyougeta weekly paycheck, || 
you can make it so that a portion of that pay- 
check automatically goes to your account. The 
amounts are really secure." 

Bany people worry about investing because 
of the risk of losing their money, but *hey must 
know that whenever they invest in something, 
there is always a risk. *l 
j "I call it legalized betting, so to speak. Because 
you put all of your money in, and you could lose 
it all, but you could also gain a lot," Zach said. 
Despite the risk factors involved, Zach thinks 
that more people should invest. 

"Everyone should do it. It's really easy. You 
can make more money in a year rather than 
having your money sit in the bank with hardly 
any increase a year due to a low interest rate. 

And also it's nice to know that your money is 
working for you and you're not working for 
your money." 

Zach plans to continue working in the stock 
market for many years to come. All we have 
to say is, "Watch out Wall Street, Zach Ryba is 
coming!"

At the journalism banquet last year, our 
names were called out, and we gained new 
responsibility instantly. We soon signed up 
— for journalism camp and headed out to III 
and Ball State yelling "janky" on the road 
down to Bloomington and Muncie. All six 
editors were at IU along with Lauren. Lanie 
and Rebecca. We argued and were unable 
to come up with a theme, and ended up 
leaving III closer, but still unprepared. 

Jessica, Emily, Lani, Jen, and Rachel went 
to Ball State for another Journalism camp.

We 
lured VP out of the room, pushed the desks 
aside, set up the strobe lights, covered the 
window to the library with black paper, and 
started dancing in just about a minute flat. 

After that party got busted, J-Moore 
volunteered to host a Hollywood themed 
dance party in her basement. The Quiver 
nerds that we are, we went all out. There 
were Glee characters, two Audrey Hepburns. 
Andy Warhol, and Jersey Shore characters fist 
pumping. There really aren't days that some¬ 
one in Quiver isn't laughing.
